The Leigbninifer case is ready for 
the jury. Monday afternoon was tak- 
en up in hearing testimony bearing oa 
the character of the accused. Some 
testimony in rebuttal was submitted 
by tbe state, and the arguments began 
this morning. 


When the report of TUK AGE closed 


Monday afternoon the defense had 
put Kay McGimn on the stand. 


"We expect u> show that Ray Mc- 


Giflip was Standing within supporting 
distance of the parties who assaulted 
Leighninger and was near enough to 
help them, being armed with a load- 
ed revelrer," said Captain James. 


Tbe attorneys were tangled in an 
argument when Judge Hunter arose 
to explain. 
Judge Maxwell helped 


him, and Captain James reduced his 
statement to the mere fact tbat Ray 
McGiffin had on his person a loaded 
revolver at the time of the shooting. 


McGiffin was excused, and Jesse 
Parks was called. 


"Howard Leighninger did not say 
'Now d—n you, if you sajr anything 
I'll kill four or five of you," said 
Parks. On cross examination his tes- 
timony was unshaken 


Wells Smith was recalled, and said 


he told Leighninger about the threats 
he had heard. To Attorney Nicholas 
he said he thought Leigbninger ought 
to know about it, and that is whv he 
told fcim. He disclaimed any desire 
to cause trouble in uhe neighborhood. 
'•I told Leighninger that Tom Cal- 
houn said he would whip him. I only 
toid him that. 
I didn't talk with 


Jim Babcock. I didn't tell him that 
Leigbninger and Parks were going to 
the school ^nd there was going to be a 
time. I don't remember talking to 
Babcock about it. I was baching with 
the Parks boys, and I didn't go and 
see Babcock. I didn't tell him Leigh- 
ninger was going to the school and 
was going prepared." 
The witness 


refused to acknowledge anything on 
this line and was allowed to go. 


Wilbur Stewart was recalled and 
said: "I told Leigbninger I had beard 
they bad it in for him at McCune's 
schoolhouse. 
I told him if I wanted 


to go there I would do it- I told him 
I would get a club and it too many 
jumped on me I would use it. 
This 
is all I remember telling him. I didn't 
tell bim where I got this informa- 
tion.^ 


"What was your idea in becoming a 
talebearer?" asked Attorney Nicholas 
in cross examination. 
"I object," said Judge Hunter and it 
was sustained. The form of the ques- 
tion was changed and the witness did 
not give a direcD answer. 
At length 


he said he told Leighninger because 


I he had heard it. 
Attorney Nicholas 


attempted to have thewitnessexplain 
why he did not act the r;Ie of the 
peacemaker, but Stewart refused to 
answer. 
' 


"Siy, Wilbur, why didn't you tell 
Leighninger to go home and crawl un- 
der the bed, to go awav back and sit 
down?" asked Judge Hunter, and the 
witness stepped down, while even tbe 
jury smiled. 


John Richmond was called 
"I live 
two miles north of Isleta. I know 
Leigbninger. 
and I have lived in 


Orange almost 60 years. I have known 
Howard since childhood and have 
seen him often. 
I know bis family 
Howard's character is good." 


Cross examined by Mr. Nicholas he 


said that so faras be had seen How- 
ard's character Is good. 
-I bavn't 


heard of fights or troubles in which he 
was engaged. I never heard of any 
trouble he had with Hosic. 
I never 


heard of him threatening to shoot 
Angle.'' Tbe attorney rited a num- 
ber of other instances where Leigh- 
ninger was alleged to have been im- 
plicated 
in 
rows, 
but 
witness 
said he knew nothing about them. 


Captain James got down to the 


question of Leighninger's character 
and the prosecution objected. Can- 
tain James said in support of his 
position tbat a man might have a 
dozen fights a monlh and still be a 
law abiding citizen. 
He might be 


justified in fighting. -If he has spirit 
enough to resent insult he is not neces- 
sarily a dangerous citizen."

Judge Hunter objected to the line

Frank Norns. "I am a blacksmith. 
I have known Leighninger all I:is life. 
•I see bim frequently, and have the 
means of knowing his character. His 
character was good." 


"I speak of what I have seen of hire 


up until the shooting." said the wit- 
ness on cross examination. The Anirle. 
Early and Davis cases were brought 
out. but nothing was obtained from 
the witness. 


To Captain James the witness said 
Leighninger's reputation as a peace- 
able, law abiding citizen was good.

And if the Longworth law 
had not been taken advantage of by 
the whim of the county auditor and

The 
old law fixes the compensation of 
each member at 93 for each day nec- 
essarily employed and limits the timt- 
from the fourth Monday in May to 
the fourth Monday in June. In smaii 
cities like Coshocton it is not expect- 
ed that the board will have enough 
work to keep them employed ail of 
the four weeks, hence there is no con- 
sistency in the- JiuU&hc* allusion to 
the old law as "allowing a month's 
time, a total of $450 for the six mem- 
bers of the board." This misleading 
deduction by the B'^-tn, is evidently 
invented as a partial excuse for the 
salary of -31200 a year that was reached 
for by our board of review, of which 
tbe Jlidlftin is the "official organ."' 
nas -jjje total expense of a board of equal- 


ization in a small city like Coshocton 
under tbe oid law ought not to exceed 
-8100 a year. 


If the board of review's "official or- 
gan" will dis up a few more such 
ilimsy excuses 
for the attempted 


graft of $4.3oO a year. THE A<;K will 
no doubt still rind them as easily 
punctured as the last two batches 
have been.

Entry Into London of King Edward 


and Queen Alexandra Occasions 
Jubilation—State Dinners and Re- 
hearsals Engage Royalty, and Pa- j 
rad«* and Prize Fights the Plebeians, i 


London, June 24.—Th« entry Into : 


London of King Edward and Queen j 
Alexandra formally opened the festlv- j 
itles of coronation week. Mighty nml- ] 
tludes thronged the decorated streets ' 
and tendered the royal pair a treason- j 
dous ovation. The king appeared to 
have fully recovered from his re- 
cent Illness. 
Their majesties gave 


a grand dinner party at Bucking- 
ham palace to 70 royal personages, 
who practically represented tue sov- 
ereigns or all the monarchies of the 
world. The list of their majesties' 
guests was headed by the czarewich 
of Russia, and iacluded ac imposing 
array of princes and princesses and 
all the members of the British royal 
family. Buckingham palace was bean- 
tifuiiy decorated and the bands of the 
Grenadier and the Co'dstream guards 
discoursed 
throughout the banquet- 


The dinner was fbllowed by a brilliant 
reception, which was attenued by the 
members of the suites of all tne for- 
eign potentates now in London, 


Xone of the special envoys who ar- 


rived 
here, though they Included 


princes of the greatest European dyn- 
astie*. aroused as much interest as 
did Res Makonnen. the Abyssinian 
general, and special representative of 
King Menelik. in plcturesqueness and 
barbarian splendor the Ethiopian com- 
mander and bis suite paled even the 
brilliancy 
of the 
oriental 
princes 


whom London has become accustomed 
to during the past week. 
Makonnen. 


who has black curly t»i»<r and a beard, 
wore a cloak of white silk, pantaloons, 
a shoulder cape of heavy white satin 
bordered with gold, and a broad- 
brimmed green felt hat. Three native 
chiefs who accompanied 
him were 


scarcely less gorgeous in appareL 


The coronation rehearsal at West- 


minster Abbey was a very striking 
performance, and gave a good idea of 
what the coronation ceremonies are 
to be. All the peers, peeresses and' 
officials wore their coronets and robes 
and King Edward was Impersonated 
by Sir Charles Spencer Ponsonby- 
Fane, gentleman usher of the sword 
of state, who wore robes similar to 
those the king will wear next Thurs- 
day. The Duchess of Marlboro, the 
Duchess of Montrose. the Duchess of 
Portland and tbe Duchess of Suther- 
land, who will bear the queen's can- 
opy, were all present at the rehearsal, 
and another court lady impersonated 
Queen Alexandra. 
Everything went 


smoothly and the performance prom- 
ised well for the dignity and perfec- 
tion of tbe actual ceremony-

CfiHy from that of other natives of the 
Americas. It Is now difficult to tied the 
re4 native with the coaraeterlstlcs that 
distinguished him when hi* country 
was discovered by the Spanish naviga- 
tors. Xegro and Arowak blood is now 
so mixed with the Carib that the cas- 
ual traveler in the tropics Is confused. 


When England deported the S.OOO 


men. women snd children of the Carib- 
bean race from St. Vincent, they were 
taken to Granada. A few years later 
they were taken to Belize. Professor 
Starr of the University of Chicago, who 
has spent some time In Central Ameri- 
ca, is of the opinion that no Caribs 
were destroyed by the recent volcanic 
disturbances in the Caribbean sea. 


"Thi-y once inhabited most of the 


Lesser Antilles." he said, "bat today 
they are mostly on the mainland- 
There were once three kinds, classified 
as island, coast and inland Caribs. 
When Colnmbos discovered America. 
the island Caribs were a powerful race 
in the Antilles. Ethnologists differ as 
to their movements previous to that 
time. Some authorities maintain that 
they were of a southern race moving 
north, but it is my opinion that tee 
theory of a northern race going sonth 
is the correct one. 


"As far back as any authentic history 


goes we nnd records of black Caribs. 
There Is omen evidence to prove that 
the black Carib existed long before the 
white people brought African slaves to 
this country. This has caused much 
latere.-tlns speculation and no doubt is 
proof of movements of people that we 
fenow nothing of. 


"The Carib is of the Sonth American 


Indian type. He is a very sturdy man. 
It Is said they are the handsomest race 
native to the Americas. The Carib 
proved himself superior to other na- 
tives before the arrival of the whites 
arrested the progress of Indian affairs. 
They were good potters and were the 
only Indians that used sails for their 
canoes, which vrere the best made ves- 
sels found in America." 


Caribs are often pointed out to trav- 


elers ia South and Central America. 
They are proud of their race. They are 
industrious and are of great service to 
contractors in the east coast towns. 
When the Carib is not working, he will 
likely be found on some wharf. His 
holiday clothes make him a picturesque 
and pleasing object. White trousers 
and shirt, a red sash with a knife stick- 
ing carelessly in its folds and a white 
straw hat decorated with a. folded 
white band Is almost the fixed attire 
for a male. In this cool costaine they 
are seen at the tropical ports, particu- 
larly in BaUze, Guatemala and Hon- 
duras. Their black faces and bare biack 
feet shlae like ebony, and when they 
smile, ti hich Is not as often as Is the 
hat-it of the African, a deal of Ivory is 
shown. 


Carib boys are almost the equal of 


fish in tee water, and they dive after a 
coi:i tarown Into the water, beat It to 
the boitom and lay there until it Set- 
ters down to them, the entire perform- 
ance being visible ia the transparent 
waters of their tropical sea.
